Brooks  Wester  has  an  insight  into 
the  operation  of  the  largest  nation¬ 
wide  evangelical  body  that  most  pas¬ 
tors  and  laypersons  don’t  possess. 

Wester  recently  completed  the 
year-long  task  of  heading  a  search 
committee  to  select  the  fifth  executive 
secretary  in  more  than  50  years, 
Harold  Clark  Bennett  of  Florida,  for 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Wester,  who  is  pastor  of  First  Bap¬ 
tist  Chur^  in  Hattiesburg,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  for  the  role  in  February  of 
1978.  Then  irf  tbe  meeting  of  the  con¬ 
vention  held  last  summer  in  Atlanta, 
Wester  was  elected  chairman  of  the 
exe(nitive  committee  of  the  SBC,  mak* 
ing  him  one  of  the  moqt  powerful  and 
iirfluential  figures  in  the  13-million- 
member  body. 

In  an  interview  Wester  discussed  his 
responsibilities  and  the  work  involved 
in  Meeting  a  staff  leader  for  the  con¬ 
vention. 

After  his  appointment  as  chairman 
of  the  six-member  committee.  Wester 
said  the  search  for  the  new  executive 
secretary-treasurer  for  the  SBC  was 
begun  by  asking  the  84  members  of  the 
executive  committee  for  their  support 
in  prayers. 

“We  considered  each  person  re¬ 
commended,  43  in  all,  and  sought  addi¬ 
tional  information  from  references 
given  on  the  data  Mieets.  A  good  many 
later  re()uested  that  they  not  be  consi¬ 
dered,  when  they  found  out  their 
names  hid  been  submitted.  They  felt, 
for  the  most  part,  that  they  were^  the 
place  of  service  that  God  wanted 
them,”  Wester  said. 

The  minister  added  that  others  did 
not  meet  the  criteria,  narrowing  the 
list  even  nnore.  By  November,  the 
committee  had  agreed  on.  Bennett,  54, 
who  has  been  executive  secretary  of 
the  Florida  Baptist  Convention  since 
1987,  to  succeed  Porter  Routh,  82,  who 
had  served  as  the  convention’s  secret¬ 
ary  for  28  years. 

Bennett  agreed  to  a  conference  with

The  Greatest  Of  These  Is  Love

As  the  bloom  of  the  flower  is  toat  for  which  the  rest  of  the  flower  exists,  even  so 
the  expected  fruit  in  the  Christian’s  life  is  love.  This  quality  alone  makes  him  like 
his  Heavenly  Father. 

I  }■  integral  part  of  the,Character  of  God.  John  in 

his  first  epistle  (4: 16),  in  his  lofty  discussion  about  the  great 
y  love  God  has  shown  to  all  of  us  who  believe,  makes  the  simple 
statement  that  “God  is  Love.’’  Obviously  this  is  not  the  world’s 
kind  of  love,  but  rather  the  seeking  and  covenant  keeping  love 
of  a  righteous  God  seeking  “that  which  is  lost.”  There  is  a 
shabby  kind  of  thinking,  that  would  take  that  high  description 
of  the  character  of  God,  and  try  to  reverse  the  language  and 
say  “Love  is  God.”  In  so  doing  they  create  an  idol  and  lose  the 
^  one  definite  and  trustworthy  hope  for  their  salvation  which  is 
Canzey  the  integrity  of  Jehovah. 

II.  Love  is  the  missing  ingr^ent  in  the  nature  of  natural  man.  Love  has  to  be 
learned  in  the  school  of  God.  “Herein  is  love,  not  that  we  loved  God,  but  that  he 
loved  us,  and  sent  his  Son  to  be  the  propitiation  foj  our  sins”  (I  John  4:10).  In  the 
well-known  love  chapter  of  I  Corinthians  13  Paul  shows  this  as  the  “more  excel¬ 
lent  way”  of  the  concluding  verse  of  the  twelfth  chapter. 

m.  Three  abiding  qualities  are  spoken  of  as  particularly  enduring  (I  Cor. 
13:13).  Faith  is  enduring  because  it  introduces  us  to  God  and  sustains  us.  It  is  the 
root  system  frdm  which  all  other  spiritual  tf  easures  spring.  Without  it  there  is  no 
beginning  with  God  and  no  spiritual  prosperity.
